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1 . The amendment of 6/26/06 has been entered. Claims 21-40 are pending. 

2. Claims 23 and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

A. The newly presented claims 23 and 40 now require the mixture of the cited 
ingredients as there is no longer any Markush type language, the conjunction is now "and", and 
the grammar of the claims now clearly reads on the mixture of the recited components. There is 
not support in the originally filed specification for this mixture of components. The original 
claim language "compounds selected from the group. . ." is noted. However, the group of 
compounds encompassed an infinite number of permutations of "compounds", where the plural 
was chosen. For reasons analogous to requiring basis for newly recited endpoints when ranges 
are modified to narrower ranges, such as recited and implied in In re Wertheim, the selection of 
the newly recited mixture of compounds from the infinite list which was claimed is not disclosed 
with sufficient specificity to show that the applicant had possession of the newly claimed 
invention at the time of filing. See MPEP 2163, particularly "In re Wertheim, 541 F.2d 257, 
263, 

191 USPQ 90, 97 (CCPA 1976) ("we are of the opinion that the PTO has the initial 
burden of presenting evidence or reasons why persons skilled in the art would not 
recognize in the disclosure a description of the invention defined by the claims"). 
However, as discussed in paragraph I., supra, the issue of a lack of adequate written 
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description may arise even for an original claim when an aspect of the claimed invention 
has not been described with sufficient particularity such that one skilled in the art would 
recognize that the applicant had possession of the claimed invention." 

3. Claims 21-22 and 24-39 are allowable over the prior art considered. 

4. Claims 23 and 40 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1st paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
